Amazon’s Second Headquarters: Peel’s Case for 50,000 Jobs

News that e-commerce giant Amazon 
wants to open a second company head- 
quarters in North America will likely set 
off a scramble among dozens of U.S. and 
Canadian cities looking to cash in on a po- 
tential jobs bonanza. 


Would Mississauga and Brampton have 
any chance of success if they make a pitch 
to lure the world’s biggest retailer to Peel 
Region? 

On the surface, the odds look stacked 
against it, though there are some things in

Peel Region’s favour -- including an edu- 
cated workforce, plenty of land for devel- 
opment and a growing local presence by 
the company’s shipping operations. 


Brampton’s top business lobby thinks the 
region could mount a reasonable bid. 


“We're a very attractive location for com- 
panies like Amazon, particularly ones that 
have a presence already,” says Todd Lett of 
the Brampton Board of Trade, which rep- 
resents 1,100 local businesses. 


“They already employ 1,000 and are look- 
ing to employ more here.” 


Amazon’s Canadian division is already 
firmly entrenched near the lakefront in 
downtown Toronto, where the company 
employs 600 people at its new corporate 
office which it officially opened just three 
months ago. 


It plans to add another 200 positions 
there and build a software development 
centre in Ottawa. 


Toronto Mayor John Tory predicts his 
city, with its booming tech sector, will be 
in the running for Amazon’s next head- 


quarters.

Peel Police warning residents about “Grandparent Scam” 


Peel Regional Police’s Fraud 
Bureau are advising residents 
of a new type of “Grandparent 
Scam” targeting seniors. 

The scam involves a phone call 
being made to the victim, by an 
individual claiming to be a fam- 
ily member, usually a grandson. 

The victim is asked to pur- 
chase expensive ‘Rolex’ watch- 
es. The victim is advised that 
the watches are needed to pay 
back an outstanding debt, and 
in some instances, needed as 
a gift. The victim is directed to 


send the watch to an address, 
usually in Quebec, through a 
courier service. 

They impress upon the victim 
that they do not want any other 
family members to know. 


Police are reminding residents 
that in the event they receive a 
call similar to this, they should 
verify the details of the request 
through another family mem- 
ber. Any requests for money by 
unverified parties on the phone 
should be treated suspiciously. 


Here are some other tips to re- 


member: 


If someone calls claiming to 
be a lawyer/attorney or police 
officer, they will not ask you for 
money/jewelry over the phone. 
Residents with elderly fami- 
ly members who live alone, or 
have published phone num- 
bers, should make them aware 
of this. 


Residents should be cogni- 
zant of the fact that there are 
many fraudulent schemes out 
there, using the internet and 
phone calls to contact potential 


victims. Requests for money 
should be treated with caution 
and an appropriate amount of 
due diligence should be prac- 
ticed. 


Education is the key to pre- 
vention with this type of scam.

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One man dead after townhouse

A Mississauga man 
is dead following a fire 
that ripped through an 
apartment complex at 
the corner of Derry and 
Copenhagen Road.

The Office of the Ontario 
Fire Marshal has also been 
summoned to investigate 
the circumstances of the 
blaze. 


Woman in hospital after late- 
night shooting in Mississauga

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Brampton council approves $150 million local investment in new university

Brampton council has unan- 
imously approved a plan to 
spend $150 million for a new 
university and innovation cen- 
tre -- but has not said yet how 
the move will hit local taxpay- 
ers. 

Councillors voted 11-0 
Wednesday to endorse a staff 
report urging the city spend 
$50 million to help Ryerson 
University and Sheridan Col- 
lege build the new school in 
downtown Brampton. 

Politicians also agreed the 
city will kick in another $100 
million for an innovation 
and resource centre near the 
planned university. That would 
be a city-owned and operated 
centre anchored by a down- 
town library, a project many on 
council have long supported. 

The combined plan is one of 
the biggest in the city’s history, 
and the costliest investment 
since a previous council agreed 
in 2010 to kick in $60 million 
to support the redevelopment 
of the former Peel Memorial 
Hospital. 

“This is a very important 
turning point for the city,” 
Mayor Linda Jeffrey told coun- 
cil as she called for a recorded 
vote on the investment propos- 
al. 

Though council has agreed 
in principle to the $150 million 


investment, they have yet to 
figure out how to pay for it. 

There are plenty of options 
- from going deeper into debt, 
donating land or seeking pri- 
vate sector partners to a dedi- 
cated property tax hike on local 
homeowners. 

The financing details are 
expected later this fall as the 
city prepares its 2018 budget 
and a more detailed proposal 
comes from Ryerson and the 
province. 

If totally financed by the 
property tax, the $150 million 
pricetag amounts to about 
$862 for each of the 174,000 
or so private households in the 
city and could anger home- 
owners already struggling with 
higher property taxes than oth- 
er GTA communities. 

That said, all of the city’s 
councillors supported the $150 
million investment, saying the 
new university will transform 
downtown Brampton and help 
boost the local economy. 

The school and its focus on 
science, math and technology 
will help create a new inno- 
vation hub that can help lure 
investment in life sciences, ad- 
vanced manufacturing and the 
knowledge economy. 

One councillor noted that 
Oakville’s Sheridan College 
started with 350 students in 
1967 and has now grown to 
23,000, including 11,000 in 


Brampton. The school is said 
to pump $1 billion a year into 
the Peel and Halton Region 
economies. 

“This is a game changer for 
the city,” said Gurpreet Dhilon, 
city councilor for wards 9 and 
10. 

Despite the glowing assess- 
ments -- which to the layman 
sounded like a convention of 
urban planners - some local 
politicians concerned 
about how the major invest- 
ment will affect local property 
and business taxes. 

They suggested Brampton 
look to the province and Otta- 
wa for more money to cushion 
the blow for local taxpayers. 
The Ontario government has 
committed $180 million for 
new universities in Brampton 
and nearby Milton but local 
councillors want more for the 
Peel city. 

Martin Medeiros, a region- 
al and city councillor, said 
the city could consider selling 
some assets or find other part- 
nerships to help pay for the 
new university. 

“As we come back with a 
financing package, I’d really 
hope we can stay clear from a 
levy and look at all the options 
that come with it,” said Me- 
deiros, who represents wards 
3 and 4. 

In 2010, the $60 million in- 
vestment in the Peel Memorial 


were 


rebuild led the city to impose a 
special tax levy on homeown- 
ers. Since 2013, Brampton tax- 
payers have paid an extra 1.4 
per cent on their annual prop- 
erty taxes to help foot the bill. 

John Sprovieri, the region- 
al councillor who represents 
wards 9 and 10, said the city 
investment is a good one if 
the new university grows from 
1,000 initially to 
more than 5,000 as planned 
down the road. 

“We need a commitment 
from the province that the 
university will grow as the city 
grows,” he said. “Investing 
$150 million for 1,000 stu- 
dents is not a good investment 
in my books..” 

Ryerson’s president, Mo- 
hamed Lachemi, told council 
he was “really inspired about 


students 


what I am hearing about your 
bold vision for Brampton.” 

“Our vision is also bold,” he 
said. “It’s not just about 1,000 
students. I totally agree with 
all of you. This is just the be- 
ginning.” 

Local businessman Wesley 
Jackson questioned wheth- 
er the university should go to 
downtown Brampton, which 
has only six per cent of the 
city’s nearly 9,000 businesses. 

He suggested the city look at 
other locations, including the 
Bramalea City Centre or other 
parts of eastern Brampton. 

“There’s been a tunnel vi- 
sion on this project,” Jackson 
said. “Choosing six per cent of 
business over 94 per cent is not 
smart. We should build it in a 
convenient location.”

Amazon headquarters bid could bring more jobs to Peel

“T firmly believe that Toronto 
is a prime candidate to host 
Amazon’s second headquar- 
ters in North America,” Tory 
said. 


Overall, Amazon Canada em- 
ploys 3,500, including 2,000 
in Ontario, where the retailer 
operates four so-called fulfill- 
ment centres in the GTA -- two 
warehouses in Brampton, one 
in Mississauga and one in Mil- 
ton. 


It recently opened a new 
850,000-square foot ware- 
house on Heritage Rd. in 
Brampton that is one of the 
most technologically —_ad- 


vanced in the world -- with 
new square-shaped robots that 
move around the floor, select- 
ing and slotting everything 
from cosmetics to electronics 
and speed up shipping and 
delivery to customers across 
Canada. 


It could employ up to 500 
people and grow to more than 
1,000 over time. 


While local shipping opera- 
tions are good news for Peel - a 
region known for its warehous- 
ing and trucking sector -- that 
doesn’t mean Mississauga or 
Brampton could outbid Toron- 
to, Silicon Valley or other ma- 
jor American tech hubs to lure 
a 50,000-employee full-ser- 


vice head office from the global 
giant. 


Though the region has a lot 
of positives in its favour, such 
a bid would likely require a 
Team Canada approach - sim- 
ilar to how Ottawa, the prov- 
ince and local municipalities 
would band together for an 
Olympic or PanAm Games bid. 


Local politicians would also 
have to sell taxpayers on the 
upfront costs of subsiding a 
huge Amazon project even if it 
would pump billions into the 
region. 


One of Amazon’s big needs is 
software and technology ex- 
pertise so the company would 


likely seek high-tech zones 
like the technology corridor 
that runs from the GTA down 
to Kitchener and the Univer- 
sity of Waterloo, a magnet for 
tech startups and the home 
of BlackBerry, the company 
started there in the 1990s and 
formerly known as Research in 
Motion. 


Peel politicians and econom- 
ic development departments 
could argue that this region’s 
growing university and college 
sector -- including a planned 
new university for Brampton 
and a thriving local finance 
and IT economy - gives it a 
chance to compete for the Am- 
azon investment. 


In announcing the bold move 

late Wednesday, Amazon 
founder and CEO Jeff Bezos 
said he expects the Seattle 
company to invest more than 
US$5 billion to build and grow 
a second headquarters that 
could employ up to 50,000 
people. 


“We expect HQ2 to be a full 
equal to our Seattle headquar- 
ters,” said Bezos. 


“Amazon HQ2 will bring bil- 
lions of dollars in up-front and 
ongoing investments, and tens 
of thousands of high-paying 
jobs. We're excited to find a 
second home.” 
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Bill 148 — Too Much, Too Fast for Peel Businesses

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The Government of Ontario 
has tabled Bill 148 — the Fair 
Workplaces & Better Jobs 
Act — at Queen’s Park, that 
will have a significant impact 
on businesses of all sizes in 
Peel Region. 


Government cannot legis- 
late prosperity. As we look 
internationally, it’s clear that 
jurisdictions that seek to 
grow their economy through 
increased regulation are left 
with lower labour market 
participation and_ higher 
unemployment, especially 
among young people. 

The task of creating a more 
dynamic workforce, where 
employees are treated fair- 
ly and economic growth can 
prosper, must be approached 
not on the basis of ideology 
and politics, but driven by 
evidence-based policy. 


Over the last two years, the 
Ontario government has pur- 
sued the Changing Workplac- 
es Review, a once-in-a-gen- 
eration assessment of the 


Employment Standards Act 
and the Labour Relations 
Act. The outcome of this re- 
view will change the relation- 
ship between every employee 
and employer in Ontario. 
These changes include a 
minimum number of sick 
days (paid and unpaid), in- 
creasing annual paid vaca- 
tion and boosting the mini- 
mum wage to $15 an hour by 
2019. 

It will also make it much 
easier to establish a union- 
ized workplace. 


In a letter sent to Premier 
Kathleen Wynne on behalf of 
Ontario’s employer commu- 
nity, the Ontario Chamber 
of Commerce objected in the 
strongest terms to many of 
the reforms that are poten- 
tially being considered. 


Taken as a whole, these re- 
forms will tip our economic 
balance in a profoundly neg- 
ative way. 

The changes would further 
restrict the flexibility of part- 
time and contract employees, 
diminish transparency and 
informed employee choice 


in the union certification 
process, and institute “pa- 
perwork provision” that will 
add new layers of red tape 
to the existing regulatory 
framework. It is important to 
remember that good jobs are 
the direct result of a strong 
and growing economy. 

These conversations are 
however timely. We are told 
that the government is re- 
sponding to a “general anxi- 
ety” that exists among many 
in today’s workforce around 
the quality of work. 


The response from govern- 
ment is to ask more of em- 
ployers. We are concerned 
that this approach is being 
done without truly appreci- 
ating the implications of such 
decisions. 

In this two-year review, no 
attempt has been made to 
truly quantify or research the 
economic impact of many 
of these policy options. But 
business can’t afford this ap- 
proach. 


And while the provincial 
government commissioned 
no economic impact report, 
a recent study performed 


by the Canadian Centre for 
Economic Analysis identi- 
fied hundreds of millions 
of dollars of increased costs 
to business as a result of 
Bill 148 and identified over 
19,000 jobs in Peel Region 
alone at risk because of these 
reforms. 


As we engage with the is- 
sues of non-standard work 
and a changing workplace, 
we must also be honest about 
the scale of the problem. 


Part-time jobs now account 
for a lower percentage of all 
jobs than they did a genera- 
tion ago — 18.8 per cent in 
2015 versus 19.5 per cent in 
1992. 

The average hourly wage in 


Ontario has risen by 33.6 per 
cent, while the median wage 
is up 29.2 per cent. Of all 
jobs created since the reces- 
sion in Ontario, 98 per cent 
have been full-time and 78 
per cent are in above-aver- 
age-wage industries. 

Clearly Ontario’s private 
sector is doing our part to 
create good, high-quality 
jobs. We’re doing that de- 
spite the many challeng- 
es that exist — including a 
69-per-cent increase in the 
cost of producing a unit of 
output (versus 28 per cent in 
the United States). 

Simply put, it’s getting more 
expensive to operate a busi- 
ness in Ontario and Peel, and 


businesses that operate here 
risk growing less competi- 
tive. 

Peel businesses are invited 
to learn more and express 
their concerns at a Town Hall 
Meeting hosted by the Mis- 
sissauga Board of Trade on 
Monday, Sept. 18 from 8:30 
-10 a.m. at Cuchulainns Irish 
Pub, located at 158 Queen 
Street South in Mississauga. 


For all the conversation 
around fairness, we cannot 
simplify this discussion into 
a political argument that pits 
employee versus employer. 
Ontario’s businesses want 
to create well-paid and re- 
warding jobs and careers. 
But to get there, business 
needs government to help 
and not hinder our ability to 
grow the economy.

Brampton has hired the 
head of Barrie’s fire service as 
the Flower City’s new chief. 

Effective Oct. 10, Bill Boyes 
will become Brampton’s new 
fire chief, heading a depart- 
ment of about 500 firefighters. 

Boyes spent a decade as a 
Brampton firefighter - eventu- 
ally rising to captain - before 
moving to Barrie in late 2014. 
He became Barrie’s chief in 
early 2016. 

The City of Brampton said 
that experience will help Boyes 
build the alliances needed to 
successfully manage the fire 
department. 

“Community safety is cen- 
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Boyes in as Bramptons new fire chief 


tral to our city operations, and 
will continue to be as we grow 
from our current 600,000 
people to close to 900,000 

by 2041,” the city said ina 
statement announcing the 
appointment. 

“Our rapid growth places 
an even greater importance 
on recognizing the interde- 
pendencies between all city 
divisions and our Brampton 
Fire and Emergency Services 
team.” 

The city called Boyes “a 
true people leader, connecting 
openly and easily with all parts 
of the fire service, fire asso- 
ciation and leadership team, 
council, and the public.” 

“Building relationships 


with fire service labour and 
management leaders, various 
professional development 
organizations, and public 
administration experience help 
him approach diverse issues in 
inventive ways.” 

In a tweet the Barrie Fire 
Service said “our loss is a win” 
for Brampton. “You've left 
some big boots to fill.” 

The City of Brampton did 
not reveal what salary it will be 
paying Boyes. The previous fire 
chief, Michael Clark earned 
nearly $196,000 in salary and 
benefits in 2016, according to 
the annual Sunshine List of 
public sector employees who 
make more than $100,000. 

Brampton taxpayers have 


been up in arms for years over 
what they believe are bloated 
city salaries, which have risen 
faster than the city’s growth 
over the last decade. Mayor 
Linda Jeffrey hired a new chief 
administrative officer last year 
to clean things up and he fired 
or laid off 45 bureaucrats and 
made other changes to cut 
labour costs. 

As the Sunshine List notes 
each year, firefighters and 
cops -- two of the most heavily 
unionized professions -- usu- 
ally make up a big chunk of 
highly paid public servants. 

Firefighters unions have 
also been adept at using the 
provincial interest arbitration 
system to boost their mem- 


bers’ pay ahead of other public 
workers. 

For example, Mississauga’s 
701 unionized firefighters have 
been without a contract or a 
pay hike since their last deal 
expired at the end of 2014 and 
both sides have referred the 
dispute to interest arbitration. 

Interest arbitration allows 
arbitrators to impose contract 
terms when municipalities and 
unions for emergency workers 
who can’t strike fail to agree 
on a new deal. In the last four- 
year contract, Mississauga fire- 
fighters received an arbitration 
award well above the two per 
cent raise other city workers 
earned. 

That cost the city millions 


of dollars above what they had 
expected. 
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Safe for now, ‘Central park’ Residents 


told they might eventually get booted 


Residents living on land 
earmarked for a park can stay 
in their homes for now, but 
could be booted out by a fu- 
ture Mississauga city council, 
they were told. 

“(Expropriation is] not our 
intention now,” said Coun- 
cillor Nando lIannicca at 
Wednesday’s council meet- 
ing. 

“But, if eight years down 
the road, there’s one home 
left and that council says 
‘it’s vital to the whole park’, 
I can’t tell you they won’t do 
it because I’m not going to lie 
to you.” 

Last June, Mississauga 
council passed a motion giv- 
ing staff the power to “enter 
into negotiations with vari- 
ous landowners for parkland 
acquisition.” 

It’s been a ‘willing buyer, 
willing seller’ negotiation 
with no one taking the city up 
on its offer thus far. 

Expropriation was not part 
of the initial plan but resi- 
dents fear it remains a long- 
term option in cases where 
there are holdouts refusing to 
sell willingly. Iannicca is an 
outspoken supporter of the 
proposed 25-acre green space 
dubbed ‘central park’ in what 
is now a residential neighbor- 
hood near Cooksville Creek. 

He told a group of oppo- 
nents who gathered at city 
hall that while the current 
council has no interest in 
expropriating properties, “I 
can’t bind the next council.” 

“Might that council of the 
day take advantage of [ex- 
propriation powers], they 
might. I can’t say they would 
or wouldn’t. It’s always a 
possibility with government. 
We always have the right of 
expropriation.” 

Iannicca says there’s a 
“three-year window to see 
how this unfolds.” 

City Manager Janice Baker 
told members she “anticipat- 
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ed it would take eight to ten 
years to bring this plan to fru- 
ition.” 

Greg Carraro, who lives on 
Paisley Blvd E., told council- 
lors he supports more green 
space, “but to remove, to 
basically demolish a neigh- 
bourhood to create that green 
space? I don’t see the logic in 
that. I don’t see the compas- 
sion in that,” he said. 

“The Cooksville communi- 
ty will never ever allow itself 
to be removed. It’s a neigh- 
bourhood. They are homes 
that belong to people that 
have been there for many 
years.” 

Iannicca told the assem- 
bled group that if residents 
“don’t want to move off their 
property, we won’t move you 
off your property.” Sounding 
exasperated, Iannicca dis- 
missed suggestions the city is 
acquiring the land for some 
kind of other development. 

“Tt’s in the flood plain,” he 
said. “When was the last time 
the city took a park and rede- 
veloped it?

Hockey Night in Cana- 
da is coming to Brampton 
next March with Home- 
town Hockey, a move city 
politicians are told will 
pump $1 million into the 
local economy. 

City of Brampton coun- 
cil heard Wednesday that 
the weekend event next 
March 10-11 will boost 
the local economy by $1 
million and also help the 
local hotel and restaurant 
sectors and promote local 
hockey. 

“The hard work begins 
now,” Mayor Linda Jef- 
frey, a key supporter of the 
idea, told council. “This is a 
no brainer.” 

Over the next few 
months, city staff, the 
Business Improvement as- 


sociation and local hockey 
groups -- from the Bramp- 
ton Beast to Punjabi hock- 
ey leagues -- will work to 
help use the event to pro- 
mote the city and benefit 
local hockey. 

That’s good news for the 
Beast, the ECHL minor 
league team that is strug- 
gling to reverse losses and 
poor attendance. The team 
-- owned by a Kingston 
steel millionaire -- is seek- 
ing to broaden its owner- 
ship to more local groups 
and create a buzz to stim- 
ulate attendance. 

The team averaged just 
3,100 spectators last sea- 
son at its Powerade Centre 
home arena, which seats 
5,000, and plans a number 
of promotions and part- 
nerships to help spur more 
interest in the team. 


The City of Bramp- 
ton also committed $1.5 
million over three years 
in 2016 in a marketing 
partnership deal with the 
Beast. 

During the regular sea- 
son, Rogers Sportsnet 
broadcasts a Sunday game 
of the week called Rogers 
Hometown Hockey. The 
games are co-hosted in 
communities across Can- 
ada by Ron MacLean and 
Tara Slone and are part 
of a countrywide tour that 
features a weekend festival 
with community activities 
culminating with the live 
telecast Sunday night. 

Hometown Hockey 
games also feature seg- 
ments profiling local play-

We've just passed another 
Labour Day, enjoyed the 
parades, marches and 
family picnics and heard the 
speeches touting workers’ 
contributions to society. 

Unlike other years, there 
are no major labour disputes 
like a GTA college strike, a 
work to rule campaign in the 
schools or a public transit 
shutdown to draw our 
attention. 

For Peel Region’s biggest 
city, most big contracts 
won't be up for another two 
years, though one dispute 
that could cost Mississauga 
taxpayers millions continues 
to simmer. 

On the surface, things 
are looking pretty upbeat 
for unionized workers these 
days - a pro-labour reform 
package winding its way 
through the _ legislature, 
an improving jobs picture 
helped by the infrastructure 
rebuild and a_ Liberal 
government that is hiking 
the minimum wage to $15 an 
hour starting next Jan. 1. 

As well, most public sector 
unions have ratified new 
contract extensions with 
the provincial government, 
guaranteeing a period of 
labour peace in the schools, 
civil service and _ other 
sectors for the foreseeable 
future. 

But as we assess the state 
of labour in 2017 we have 
to ask ourselves - At What 
Cost? 

The new contracts will 
add hundreds of millions 
of dollars to the Ontario 
government’s annual wage 
bill. 

And while the $15 
minimum wage will put 
more money into the hands 
of workers business groups 
warn it could wipe out up to 
185,000 jobs in the province 
and add another $1,300 a 
year in living costs for the 
average Ontario family as 
consumer prices rise. 

While the minimum wage 
hike will benefit mostly the 
working poor, blue-collar 


unionized workers 
worrying about something 
bigger -- renegotiations of 
the North American Free 
Trade Agreement. 

Its no- surprise the 
president of Canada’s biggest 
private sector union, Unifor, 
was in Mexico City yesterday 
speaking to thousands of 
Mexican workers at a rally 
for labour rights in the 
Mexican capital. 

He called for higher 
wages and better working 
conditions for those workers. 

“NAFTA may have 
brought jobs to Mexico, but 
it did not bring prosperity 
as international companies 
instead chose to pit worker 
against worker in a race 
to the bottom,” said Dias, 
whose union represents 
workers in Ontario’s auto 
industry. 

The sector has shrunk 
by about a third in the last 
decade as assembly and 
parts jobs moved to the U.S. 
or Mexico seeking to cut 
their labour costs. 

“Unifor stands united 
with the working people of 
Mexico. Together our unity 
is a path to justice for every 
worker affected by NAFTA.” 

On the local front, the 
City of Mississauga won't be 
in negotiations for another 
two years on six of its nine 
unionized contracts, though 
it is still in a dispute with 
firefighters that threatens 
to hit taxpayers for millions 
of dollars in higher labour 
costs in future. 

Louise Ann Riddell, from 
the city’s human resources 
department, notes that 
agreements with ATU 
1572 (Transit), ATU 1572 
(Concessions), CUPE 66 
(Works), UFCW (Transit 
Call Centre), CUPE 1989 
(Library) and IAMAW 
(Facilities and Property

up for re-negotiation until 
2019. 

The City is currently in 
talks with CUPE on new 
deals with dispatch and 
animal services worker 
but is still embroiled in a 
lengthy dispute with its 701 
unionized firefighters. 

The 701 members of the 
Mississauga Firefighters 
Association have been 
without a contract or a pay 
hike since their last deal 
expired at the end of 2014 
and both sides have referred 
the dispute to interest 
arbitration over the next 
several months. 

Interest arbitration 
allows arbitrators to impose 
contract terms when 
municipalities and unions 
for emergency workers who 
cannot strike can’t agree toa 
new deal. 

Cities have lobbied the 
province for years to reform 
the system, which they 
complain often produces 
new contracts local 
governments can’t afford 
to pay without big hikes in 
property taxes. 

The last firefighters’ deal 
is a case in point. 

The 2011-2014 contract 
imposed by an arbitration 
board awarded wage hikes 
of 2.9 per cent, 3.2 per cent, 
2.45 per cent and 2.48 per 
cent over the four-year deal. 
That was well above the two 
per cent wage and benefit 
hike other city unionized 
workers got. 

“There is an ineffective 


interest arbitration 
system in Ontario that 
has routinely awarded 


increases higher than freely 
negotiated settlements with 
other municipal unions,” 
Mississauga city manager 
Janice Baker said earlier this 
year. 
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Safety device firm eyes expansion into Peel trucking market 


Ifor Caine Davies oper- 
ates a small company from 
nearby Oakville and makes 
his truck safety products at 
an east end Toronto plant. 

But he’s looking to Peel 
Region and its expansive 
trucking and warehousing 
sector to cash in on future 
sales of the Zafety Lug Lock, 
a device that helps prevent 
wheels from falling off 
trucks. 

Since the flexible plastic 
device came on the market 
seven years ago, the Zafety 
Lug Lock owner known as 
LC. or “Taffy” has sold mil- 
lions of units to truckers, 
bus operators, heavy-duty 
equipment companies and 
other customers around the 
world. 

Now he’s aiming at ex- 
panding in the Peel market 
that has thousands of inde- 
pendent truckers, an exten- 
sive public bus network and 
major shippers like Canada 
Cartage and Canada Post’s 
biggest mail sorting plant - 
the Gateway Terminal. 


“T started designing it 
in 2008, we brought it to 
market in 2011 and we have 
close to 4 million pieces on 
the road right now,” Davies 
said in an interview with 
the Peel Daily News. 

The company has local 
customers like national 
shipper Challenger Motor 
Freight in Mississauga and 
Dufferin Ready-Mix, the big 
GTA concrete truck oper- 
ator. But it has been grow- 
ing most rapidly in foreign 
markets. That makes Zafety 
Lug the kind of export-fo- 
cused small manufacturer 
the provincial Liberals and 


Ottawa have been trying to 
encourage to boost Ontar- 
io’s export sector. 

“We sell them in the U.S., 
Canada and Mexico,” Da- 
vies said. “We're shipping a 
lot to Australia and we ship 
them a lot to the U.K. and 
Europe. We picked up an 
order for most of the bus- 
es in London, England and 
the company that runs the 
buses there -- Arriva -- just 
ordered 26,000 pieces for 
Portugal because they’re a 
big public transportation 
company there.” 

The market appears to 
be strong because there are 


more trucks on the road 
than ever before to help 
carry the nearly $2 billion 
in daily two-way trade be- 
tween Canada and the U.S. 
and the growing cross-bor- 
der trade with Mexico un- 
der the North American 
Free Trade Agreement. 

Moreover, truck safety 
is a growing problem and 
provincial authorities have 
been cracking down for 
years on the industry to 
improve safety and ensure 
truckers are following all 
regulations. 

Statistics from the On- 
tario Provincial Police show 
that a transport truck was 
involved in a fifth of all fatal 
collisions on Ontario pro- 
vincial roads between 2012 
and 2016. Defective trucks 
were involved in 366 acci- 
dents since 2013, killing six 
people and injuring 37. 

Often such truck acci- 
dents involve flying truck 
tires that come off the wheel 
and act like a missile hitting 
other vehicles on provincial 


roads and highways. 

That’s where the Zafety 
Lug Lock comes in. The de- 
vice is installed around the 
wheel nuts of large trucks 
and buses to prevent them 
from loosening and falling 
off as tire rims and wheel 
nuts heat up with overuse 
and the impact of braking. 

For Davies, Peel Region 
looks like a highly lucrative 
market for his device, which 
retails for about $2 each. 
That means outfitting a full 
rig costs only about $100. 

Brampton, Mississauga 
and Caledon are key cen- 
tres for distribution around 
the GTA, and every day 
about $1.8 billion in goods 
is moved to, through, and 
from the region. There are 
about 70,000 businesses 
of all sizes in the transport 
sector, from small family 
trucking companies to Ca- 
nadian National and Cana- 
dian Pacific railways, which 
ship goods and _ transfer 
containers to trucks. 

Four in every nine jobs 


depend upon the move- 
ments of goods in Peel Re- 
gion and every day, about 
68,000 vehicles transport 
goods over Peel Region 
roads. 

“There’s lots of potential 
in this region,” Davies tells 
PDN. “But it’s about get- 
ting the product out to the 
trucking companies.” He 
notes that many truckers 
still use indicator products 
-- called arrows -- to show 
whether wheel nuts are 
lose, so Zafety Lug can eas- 
ily replace them because it 
locks the nuts in place. 

For Davies, the main sell- 
ing point of Zafety Lug is 
simplicity. 

“It’s easy to install and 
easy to remove,” he tells 
PDN. “When they are in- 
stalled it locks the nut in 
place. It’s not an indicating 
device; it’s a locking device. 
This is a more state-of-the- 
art product . . . and it’s only 
about $20 an axle.”

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Man on a Mission - Landmark Sports Founder Elliott Kerr Brings 
Community Sports to Peel Region

As a young boy growing 
up in St. Catherines On- 
tario, Elliott Kerr caught 
the sports bug early by 
participating in rowing 
during the summer. 

In the winter, he attend- 
ed St. Catherines Black 
Hawk Junior A games 
at the old Jack Gatecliff 
Arena. Getting in for free 
to watch the third period, 
Elliott got to see the likes 
of future stars like Mar- 
cel Dionne and Mickey 
Redmond play before go- 
ing on to be NHL Stars. 


Sitting there in the are- 
na with his friends, he 
would often dream of 
owning a team someday, 
but had no idea how to 
do that. 


Years later, with the 
wisdom of a lifetime of 
experience and the ad- 
vice of many friends and 
business contacts, he be- 
came the part owner of 
the Guelph Storm -- and 
most recently, the sole 
owner of the Mississauga 
Steelheads of the OHL. 


In the intervening years, 
Elliott has built up one of 
Canada’s leading sports 
agency with burgeoning 
athlete representation 
sector, an event manage- 
ment arm including the 
Mississauga Marathon, 
as well as the Steelheads 
hockey team. 


Elliott is a strong be- 
liever in education as a 
segway to building a ca- 
reer. He is graduate of 
both the University of 
Western Ontario BA pro- 
gram in 1973 and then an 
MBA at Queens. 


With two degrees under 
his belt, he worked in the 
corporate sector gaining 
valuable experience with 
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Canadian Liquid Air and 
the Ford Motor Com- 
pany but the dream of 
working in sports never 
left him. 


Having built up a stable 
of contacts in his sales 
roles, he got wind that 
IMG the multinational 
sport agency was plan- 
ning to set up an office in 
Toronto. 


Elliott was determined 
to get in. 


He made contact with 
the company rep and 
stayed in touch every 
month for two years un- 
til they finally made the 
jump to Canada. He got 
hired and worked on 
athlete deals that includ- 
ed the late Arnold Palm- 
er, Bjorn Borg and Jean 
Claude Killy. His talents 
were not going unno- 
ticed, and he eventually 
rose to become the head 
of the north American 
sales force. 


Elliott’s entrepreneurial 
desires were still strong 
and beckoning. With all 
his life savings in hand, 
he opened Landmark 
Sports in home office in 
1987. 

On day one, he had no 
clients and no revenue 
but he had a lot of con- 
tacts that trusted him 
and would follow him 
over. 


Some would compare 
Elliott’s decision to break 
away from IMG and start 
his own shop not unlike 
the Tom Cruise movie 
Jerry Maquire. Elliott 
laughs about it now, but 
it was tough at first, he 
added. 


“My first client was mid- 
dle distance runner Dave 
Reid, and then I got 
Blue Jay Jessie Barfield. 
Those two helped me get 


started,” said Kerr. 


Today, Landmark Sports 
has a bevy of athletes and 
sports personalities that 
includes Patrick Chan 
(figure skating), Jayna 
Hefford (hockey), Mi- 
chael Smith (decathlon), 
and sports announcers 
Rod Black and Bob Cole. 


I asked Elliot, “So how 
does a player agent get 
involved in the mara- 
thon?” 


“Well I always liked 
running, so I trained 
and completed the 2001 
Toronto Marathon. It 
struck me that this was 
a great community event 
and that Mississauga did 
not have its own Mar- 
athon. I had a meeting 
with former mayor Hazel 
McCallion and we decid- 
ed to go for it,” replied 
Kerr. 


He planned it out for 3 
years, and the inaugural 
Mississauga Marathon 
went off in May of 2004. 


He wanted a race that 
would showcase the best 
of Mississauga, so the 
race has always started 
at Square One and runs 
down scenic Mississauga 
Road and out into south 
west Mississauga before 
finishing at Lake Front 
Promenade. 


Over the years, thou- 
sands of people have 
participated in a variety 
of distances and many 
thousands of dollars 
have been raised for sev- 
eral community chari- 
ties. 


The event management 
side of the business has 
now expanded to in- 
clude the Oakville Half 
Marathon and the RBC 
5K Golf Run. Both are 
successful events and 
well established in the

Oakville community. 


Elliott’s life has not been 

without tragedy, how- 
ever. In 2007, Elliott’s 
wife Jane past away from 
cancer leaving two young 
twins - - a boy named 
Jamie and a girl named 
Kerrin. 


Now both 11-years-old, 
they are the focus of El- 
liott’s life as he continues 
to operate his business 
while raising these chil- 
dren as a single dad. 
“They keep me hoping, 
adds Kerr. They are re- 
ally athletic and are in- 
volved in soccer, hockey, 
baseball, canoe/kayak 
and most recently curl- 
ing. I am taking them to 
practises and game 5-6 
nights a week and I love 
it.” 

Ten years ago, Elliott be- 
came part owner of the 
Guelph Storm, but it was 
a call from Hazel McCal- 
lion in 2012 that reignit- 
ed an old dream to owna 
hockey team. 


Eugene Melnyk, the 
then-owner of the Mis- 
sissauga St. Michaels 


Majors, wanted to sell 
and the potential bid- 
ders all wanted to move 
the team to another city 
away from the GTA. 


Hazel asked Elliott if he 
would speak to Eugene 
-- and the rest is history. 


Elliott bought the team 
with the mandate that he 
would keep the team in 
Mississauga and make a 
go of it. 


A “Name the Team” 
contest resulted in a new 
name being chosen. 


The Mississauga Steel- 
heads, coined from the 
lake fish that spawns in 
the Credit River, became 
the new brand of junior 
hockey in Mississauga. 


“Ownership of this team 
is very gratifying and en- 
joyable but a strain on 
the finances,” adds Kerr. 


“In the six years that I 
have owned the team, we 
have yet to break even 
although our recent deep 
playoff run last spring 
was encouraging.” 


“Hope springs eternal 
however and Elliott can 
see the light at the end of 


the tunnel. I would like 
to see it at least breakev- 
en within two years. We 
average 2500 to 2800 
in attendance and need 
to get to 3000 per game 
to break even. We are 
climbing every year but 
still have a ways to go.” 


A key to a sports team’s 
success in the GTA is 
having a winner so we 
put plenty of emphasis 
on player drafting and 
development. 


“Two years ago we had 
5 players go in the NHL 
entry draft, which is a 
record, last year we had 
2 and we predict 3 will 
go this year. These elite 
players draw fans and 
help us pay the bills,” 
says Kerr. 


In recognition of his 
success and service the 
community Elliott was 
named to the Mississau- 
ga Sports Hall of Fame in 
2013. 


Hats off to Elliott Kerr 
for following his dream 
into sports while con- 
tinuing a work life bal- 
ance.

It was never on my 
bucket list to volunteer in 
a hospice, but the crooked 
path of a demanding life had 
unexpectedly brought me to 
these doors. 

Thad steeled myself to 
overcome the unthinkable 
horror of seeing death and 
dying close up, and worried 
about how I would react. 
However, what I found in 
this peaceful compassionate 

place was quite different. 

Along with an eager group 
of would-be volunteers, 

I undertook thirty hours 

of training. Informative, 
exacting, provocative and 
at times deeply personal, 
our sessions explored the 
challenges of end-stage 
illness; the process of dying, 
issues of cultural diversity 
and the tenets of palliative 
care. We were taught the 
basics of providing hands-on 
personal care and explored 
our own attitudes and 
biases. 

Above all, we came to 
understand the huge 
importance of companioning 
those going through the 
dying process withempathy, 
patience and sometimes 
laughter and joy. 

The Dorothy Ley Hospice 
is a 10-bed facility designed 
to accommodate individuals 


living their last precious 
days or weeks in peace, 
comfort and dignity. Medical 
care on site provides 

relief, not cure, allowing 
individuals to die in their 
own time as nature takes its 
course. Death being neither 
delayed or hurried. Family 
and friends may be present 
or take care of the resident 
some or all of the time and 
facilities are provided for 
prolonged or 

overnight stays. 

So what does a volunteer 
actually do? 

When starting a shift, I 
receive a report on each 
resident which helps me 
understand the nature and 
level of care required. I visit 
each care suite to introduce 
myself and check for any 
immediate need. 

Tam the first responder 
to the call bell assisting 
with small errands such as 
getting fresh ice or a cup of 
tea, plumping the pillows 
or fixing the TV. I may 
help the staff give a bath, 
change the bed sheets or sit 
and hold someone’s hand. 

I may fold linen or stock 
shelves. Sometimes I will 
read to someone or watch 
a movie. I am available to 
family members who have 
questions or concerns. 

There are many 


opportunities for volunteers 
to do small creative things 
that mean a lot to families. 

I recall my first encounter 
with a resident I'll call Joe. 
In his early 90s, he was 
in good spirits because 
it was his 60th wedding 
nniversary. His wife Sue 
arrived and asked us to set 
up an intimate dinner in 
the dining room. This we 
did, complete with a tea-lite 
candle and his favourite 
songs on Sue’s Iphone. Joe 
wasn't hungry but smiled 
more than he had all day 
appreciating the occasion. 

Cora, an elderly Italian 
lady had a birthday party. 
Many family members 
brought gifts and treats and 
we helped push her bed 
close to the fireplace in the 
dining room. Cora took each 
person’s hand and thanked 
them for all they had done. 
When my turn came, she 
told me she had always loved 
me. I smiled back; I loved 
her too but had never met 
her before. 

Pete, a young chef, 
struggled with kidney failure 
but was always hungry. 

One evening, his friend 
brought him a T-bone steak, 
and under Pete’s close 
supervision, I cooked it for 
him. Having no family, he 
invited my colleague and I

to set the table and share his 
meal. 

When a new resident 
arrives at Dorothy Ley 
Hospice, they are welcomed 
through the front door and 
it is important that when 
they die they leave by the 
same route. Each is escorted 
in a procession to the front 
door where everyone in 
the building gathers for 
the tribute. Staff providing 
Spiritual Care acknowledge 
with gratitude the time the 
resident has stayed and give 
thanks for the opportunity to 
provide care.

There may be prayers, 
music or a poem; often there 
are hugs and tears. A truly 
dignified and 

respectful send-off. 

Over the past few years, I 
have met many colleagues 
and made some wonderful 
friends. Volunteering to 
assist in caring for people 
in their final weeks or days 
of life turned out to be such 
a privilege as we witness 
individuals entering the 
most vulnerable time of 
their life. 

To me, the hospice is a 
sacred space, inspiring and

Intuition — what is it? It 
is a feeling and a sense that 
guides us.

I do what is called 
psychometry and that is 
Thold an object and I get 
feelings from that. It is 
very interesting how energy 
transmits into what we are 
constantly in contact with.

You are the 
same as me. Being a reflex- 
ologist, I have to be careful 
not to read too much into 
this as I could because I am 
there to give them a treat- 
ment not a psychic reading.

Going into a 
mall or a very full room 
is very disconcerting to 
people who are struggling 
with themselves because 
it opens them up to be 
connected with a multitude 
of people. The feeling they 
will get afterwards is either 
a heightened sense of what 
the group was about or a 
total feeling of exhaustion 
that can’t be explained. 

Have you ever called 
someone or thought of 
someone and they called or 
connected with you? That 
again is another intuitive 
sense.

So how do you handle 
your intuition? It is like 
the other senses — be aware 
of it. You are aware of your 
sight, hearing, smelling, 
tasting and speaking and 
how it affects you — well the 
same is about your sixth 
sense. Have a respect for 
your abilities — all of them. 
Here are some things you 
can do to use your intuition 


in a more positive way. 

1. If you are having a 
problem or need a solution, 
write it down on a piece 
of paper. Find a quiet 
spot and relax. Clear your 
mind of other problems 
or thoughts — try a simple 
meditation. Now hold the 
paper in your hands and 
just think about it without 
concentrating on it. Keep 
your feelings flowing. Do 
this for a length of time and 
then let it go. Give it time 
to release the solution to 
you. The more you do this, 
the quicker solutions or 
problems get resolved. Go 
about your regular business 
and you will find that in 
time you will have a “sud- 
den” thought on resolving 
your issue. Sleep helps 
and the more relaxed you 
get in sleep, the better you 
can listen and heed your 
intuitions. Keep a pencil/ 
pen and piece of paper by 
your bedside. 

2. Make some sort of 
board on your problem. 
On the board, put pictures 
or clues to what “could” 
be the answer but also put 
other things on the board. 
This could be stickies with 
thoughts or positive say- 
ings on it. Now stand back 
and observe without con- 
centration. Add thoughts

or take away ALU) that 


doesn’t fit. Now step fur- 
ther back and do the same. 
Keep stepping back until 
you see all your thoughts 
and see what stands out. It 
is like a puzzle with all the 
pieces and you are finding 
the way to put the pieces 
together. Walk away and 
come back to it until you 
know the solution. Believe 
in it. 

3. To improve your 
everyday intuition, simply 
take time to relax and med- 
itate. The brow chakra or 
the forehead area is usually 
termed as the intuitive hub. 
Our thoughts convey our 
feelings but also the body 
reacts in certain ways that 
we are not aware of. So 
whenever you are touching 
your forehead, imagine 
cleansing that area and 
opening it up. Imagine a 
beautiful door there open- 
ing and closing whenever 
you want. It isn’t always 
open because that would 


drain you constantly. Even 
the eyes have lids to close 
and rest the eyes. 

4. Do a little exercise 
where you close your eyes 
and imagine yourself one 
year into the future. Stay 
with that and see what you 
unveil. Rest with it — this 
should never be an anxious 
time but just allow peace 
to come to you. That is the 
reason you have a natural 
ability to intuit your future 
so you know where you can 
go to from here. 

Intuition is always with 
you because it is natural. 
Because it is natural it will 
also be part of what nature 
is — the moon cycles, disas- 
ters, and weather or season 
changes — because it alters 
how you are feeling. So 
know yourself and how you 
feel within your surround- 
ings and that way, your 
natural intuition will be the 
most conscious feeling you 
have.

Back to School Safety Tips 


For many parents and caregiv- 
ers, back-to-school is a stressful 
time. 

With so many children are 
walking and biking to school, 
some may lack the skills to nego- 
tiate traffic safely. You can help 
them by stressing the following 
safety rules: 


- Walk on sidewalks where 
available. 

- Always cross at intersections. 

- Always wear a helmet when 
riding a bicycle. 

- Always walk your bicycle 
across a roadway. 


When crossing intersections 
without signals or crossing 
guards, children should stop be- 
fore stepping into the road, look 
in all directions, listen for traffic, 
and walk (not run) across the 
road. They should also use the 
buddy system where possible. 


When crossing intersections 
with signals, children should: 


- Push the pedestrian button 
(where they exist) 

- Wait for the pedestrian walk 
sign 

- Increase visibility and 
indicate your cross intention to 
motorists 

- Stop, Look and Listen for 
traffic 

- Watch for turning cars or 
trucks 

- Cross safely when the road 
is clear 

- Walk, don’t run across the 
road 


When crossing with the as- 
sistance of adult crossing guards 
and student safety patrollers, 
cross only under the direction of 
the guard. 

Many children in the commu- 
nity must cross railway tracks 
daily. Ensure children are taught 
that the only safe place to cross 
railway tracks is at a designated 
crossing. 

Back to school means more 
children walking and biking 
on the roads. Younger children 


often have limited experience 
with traffic and lack the skills to 
negotiate traffic safely. If you are 
need to take special care while 
driving. Help our children walk 
safely to school by following 
these important safety rules: 


- Be aware of school zone 
signage. 

- Reduce speed in school 
zones. 

- Be ready to stop at all times. 
Children do not always notice 
oncoming traffic. 

- Always try to make eye 
contact with children waiting to 
cross the road. 

- Be patient and wait for chil- 
dren to complete their crossing 
before proceeding. 

- Stop when directed to do so 
by a crossing guard.
